The  hardy  perennial  garden  appeals  vary  strongly  to 
all  garden  and  flower  lovers.  During  tha  whole  flow¬ 
ering  season  there  ia  not  a  time  during  whioh  soma 
of  them  are  not  in  bloom.  They  reappear  year  after 
year,  blooming  freely,  and  require  very  little  at¬ 
tention  and  proteetlon. 

Select  hardy  flowers  to  provide  a  continuous  bloom¬ 
ing  season.  The  various  coarse -leaved,  tall-growing 
varieties  should  occupy  the  background.  The  dwarf¬ 
growing  varieties  along  the  front  edge  of  the  broder 
or  bed.  The  Intermediate  rows  will  take  care  of  the 
greater  majority  of  perennials.  These  varieties  are 
located  so  as  to  avoid  color  clashing  and  to  produoe 
a  harmonious  whole.  Also  choose  them  with  regard  to 
variation  of  bloom.

PLANTING  INSTRUCTIONS 

All  nursery  stock  needs  oareful  handling.  It  must  not 
be  unnecessarily  exposed  to  sun  or  drying  winds  before 
being  planted.  Keep  the  roots  oovered  at  all  times 
with  damp  burlap  sacks  or  something  similar.  After 
being  planted  the  stook  will  need  food  and  water. 

Cut  off  broken  or  bruised  roots  just  above  the 
plaoe  of  injury,  with  a  sharp  knife  or  pruning  shears. 
Dig  the  hole  large  enough  to  receive  the  plant  with¬ 
out  bending  the  roots.  Deposit  good  top  soil  on  one 
side  of  hole  and  poor  soil  on  opposite  side.  Then 
break  up  subsoil  in  bottom  of  hole  and  mix  with  it  a 
little  top  soil  and  some  well-rotted  manure  or  a  comm¬ 
ercial  plant  food. 

Set  your  plants  in  the  hole  so  that  the  top  of 
the  roots  are  not  deeper  than  2  inohes  in  the  ground. 
Refill  the  hole  with  good  soil,  but  be  sure  that  soil 
is  worked  around  the  roots  oarefully  and  tamped  thor¬ 
oughly,  this  is  very  important.  Plants  then  should  be 
given  a  good  soaking,  afterwards,  fill  the  balanoe  of 
the  hole  with  loose  soil,  leaving  a  pboket  or  basin 
around  plants  to  catch  future  water.  Give  plants 
thorough  soaking  onoe  a  week  until  thoroughly  estab¬ 
lished.  During  the  first  growing  season  it  is  im¬ 
portant  to  keep  the  soil  loose  around  the  plants,  if 
possible,  every  week  or  two.
